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PURPOSE: To facilitate the positioning and to execute the automation of an 
assembly, etc., by providing a plate for engaging a Hall IC to a prescribed 
position, a frame having a housing part for housing the plate in a prescribed 
position, and a filler in the housing part. 

CONSTITUTION: At the time of assembling a Hall effect type sensor device, 
first of all, a plate 3, a Hall IC 2 and a first magnetic flux guide 41 are assem- 
bled by applying an adhesive to an A part, and formed integrally, by which 
a pre-assembly is obtained. Subsequently, after applying the adhesive to the 
bottom part 11a of the housing part 11, the pre-assembly is inserted into the 
housing part 11, and pushed in until a bending part 33 abuts on the bottom 
part 11a. Next, a leading wire 21 of the IC 2 and the connecting part 71 of 
an insert conductor are brought to spot welding. Also, a magnet 5 and a second 
magnetic flux guide 42 are adhered with each other and fitted and adhered 
to a magnetic flux guide holding part 13, and after filling it with a filler 8, 
a cover 6 is attached with an adhesive. In such a manner, the positioning is 
facilitated and the signal accuracy is enhanced, and the automation of an assem- 
bly can be easily executed. 
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
